And Await Start of Big Project 


Great changes are likely to be made in the appearance of 
San Antonio canyon when and if the long-proposed flood 
control and water conservation dam is constructed. 

Engineers say the dam is needed to protect the valley 
communities from a possible repetition of flood damage such 
The dam would also provide a 
source of conserving more water, so local residents are told: 

Local people must accept the decision of experts if the 
dam is really necessary. It is well for us to realize, however, 
that construction of the dam will result in very drastic changes 
in the appearance of the canyon and the area adjacent to 
the wash west of Upland.

‘considerably during the construction of the $13,006,000 under- 


taking. Such activity would be welcomed during the period 


‘of construction but at the same time there would be citrus
